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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1  958. 


General  and  Vital  Statistics. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  rose  by  1,100  in  the  year 
since  my  last  Report.  Deaths  exceeded  Births  by  257.  There  was, 
therefore,  an  increase  of  immigrant  residents  of  1,357  over  those  leaving 
the  district.  Most  of  these  are  retired  people  in  the  higher  age  groups. 
The  result  has  been  an  extremely  low  Birth  Rate  and  a  very  high  Death 
Rate.  As  one  would  expect  from  the  age  structure  of  the  population, 
the  cancer  death  rate  is  high  and  has  risen  this  year,  but  it  is  a  long  way 
short  of  heart  diseases  as  a  cause  of  death.  There  is  a  good  prospect  of 
cure  today  for  many  cancer  patients  provided  they  themselves  go  to  their 
doctor  if  there  is  the  slightest  suspicion. 

There  was  throughout  the  year  a  long  waiting  list  for  chronic  sick 
beds.  Many  of  these  old  people  are  in  urgent  need  of  hospital  admission 
on  social  grounds.  The  W.V.S.,  in  particular,  of  the  Voluntary  Organis¬ 
ations,  do  sterling  work  in  helping  in  these  cases.  The  Geriatric  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  endeavour  to  place  the 
applicants  in  order  of  priority  according  to  need.  The  only  answer  is 
more  and  more  beds  and  staff  to  look  after  them. 

Housing. 

Continued  progress  was  made  in  improving  older  Council  property, 
giving  tenants  facilities  which  they  had  been  denied  in  the  past,  such  as 
provision  of  baths  and  hot  water  supply. 

The  most  outstanding  feature  of  the  housing  programme  was  the 
completion  of  an  old  persons’  block  of  flats  in  Lancing,  where  a  Warden 
is  resident  on  the  site,  and  by  pressing  a  bell  any  of  the  tenants  can  call 
the  Warden  in  cases  of  emergency.  Th  ese  flats  are  well  designed  and 
the  old  people  living  there  are  much  better  placed  than  they  would  be  in 
a  Communal  Home.  There  must  be  many  old  people  living  in  Old 
People’s  Homes  who  could  live  in  flats  such  as  these  at  considerably 
less  cost  to  all  concerned.  The  Council  have  provided  very  suitable 
fireguards  in  each  flat,  but  one  day  when  1  visited  during  the  winter  1 
was  disappointed  to  find  that  only  two  tenants  out  of  1  7  visited  had  the 
fireguard  in  front  of  the  fire. 


Caravans. 

All  the  sites  have  been  well  maintained.  There  are  at  present  about 
64  caravans  which  are  used  as  permanent  residences.  I  consider  that  a 
caravan  is  quite  unsuitable  as  a  permanent  home  for  children,  although 
it  may  be  suitable  for  a  young  adult  couple  who  like  this  type  of  life. 
The  risk  of  accidents  with  aged  persons  and  young  children  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  factor  when  they  are  used  as  permanent  homes. 

Ditches. 

These  constitute  a  problem  in  the  district  in  various  ways.  There 
have  been  cases  of  children  and  others  collecting  watercress  and  selling 
it.  This  is  a  very  undesirable  practice  as  most  of  the  ditches  are  liable 
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to  be  polluted,  even  if  only  from  animal  sources  and  the  watercress  may 
well  be  contaminated  unless  it  has  been  cleansed  in  a  hypochlorite  solu¬ 
tion.  Watercress  obtained  from  proper  beds  and  sold  in  most  of  the 
shops  is  perfectly  satisfactory. 

The  other  source  of  trouble  from  ditches  has  been  due  to  obstruction 
to  the  flow.  This  has  resulted  at  times  in  stagnant  water,  and  at  other, 
in  flooding. 

Beaches. 

Along  the  beaches  of  part  of  the  district  the  flies  have  been  numerous 
on  occasions  and  have  caused  some  annoyance.  There  is  no  evidence 
that  these  flies  are  any  danger  to  health  but  the  Council  has  made  efforts 
to  eradicate  the  flies  by  having  the  beaches  sprayed  with  insecticide 
when  necessary. 

Clean  Air. 

Generally  speaking,  the  air  in  the  district  is  very  satisfactory  but 
there  are  occasions  when  nursery  and  other  chimneys  have  produced 
nuisances.  This  has  been  due  either  to  improper  appliances,  stoking,  or 
improper  fuel. 

1  should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Oates  for  the  most  efficient  way  in  which 
he  has  carried  out  his  duties  and  set  such  an  example  of  zeal  and 
enthusiasm  for  the  other  Public  Health  Inspectors.  My  thanks  also  to 
the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  who  have  provided  me  with  information 
for  this  Report. 

Finally,  I  must  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  all  their  encouragement  during  the  year.

The  quantity  of  water  for  public  consumption  was  adequate 
throughout  the  district. 

Brighton  Corporation  supplied  the  parish  of  Lancing.  Wor¬ 
thing  Corporation  supplied  the  parishes  of  Sompting,  Findon, 
Clapham  and  Patching  direct,  and  the  parishes  of  Ferring,  Kings¬ 
ton,  East  Preston,  Angmering  and  Rustington  via  the  R.D.C. 
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mains.  Littlehampton  U.D.C.  supplied  Lyminster  direct,  and 
Poling  via  R.D.C.  mains.  The  North-West  Sussex  Joint  Water 
Board  supplied  Houghton  and  a  small  part  of  the  parish  of 
Findon. 

The  water  provided  by  these  Authorities  is  perfectly  safe  and 
wholesome.  Chemically,  the  water  is  moderately  hard  and  un¬ 
fortunately  lacking  in  adequate  quantities  of  natural  fluoride. 
Until  this  is  added  to  the  water  supply,  many  children  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  will  suffer  unnecessary  dental  decay.

A  storage  tank  was  found  to  be  responsible  for  the  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  samples  on  the  North-West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board  supply. 
When  the  tank  at  the  cottages  concerned  was  cleansed  the  results 
were  satisfactory. 

Most  of  the  samples  from  the  Arundel  Estate  supply,  although 
not  satisfactory,  did  not  show  evidence  of  a  high  degree  of  pollu¬ 
tion.  The  individual  wells,  on  the  other  hand,  in  some  cases 
showed  a  very  high  degree  of  pollution.  The  owners  of  the 
affected  wells  were  encouraged  to  rectify  the  situation. 

A  survey  of  individual  wells  was  made  in  order  to  get  an 
accurate  picture  of  how  many  existed  in  each  parish.  The  follow¬ 
ing  table  shows  these  details.

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Western  Area 

The  sewerage  system  serving  the  Parishes  of  East  Preston, 
Angmering,  Rustington,  Kingston  and  Ferring,  discharges  to  the 
sea  through  storage  tanks  at  Kingston  on  the  ebb  tide  at  a  point 
500  yards  below  high  water  mark  and  functioned  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  The  sewage  from  this  area  is  passed  through 
the  system  by  means  of  ejectors  and  pumping  stations,  and  upon 
reception  at  the  Works  is  screened  and  chlorinated. 

Eastern  Area 

The  system  at  Lancing  has  proved  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year.  The  sewage  is  chlorinated  before  it  enters  the  Worthing 
Borough  sewers.

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Redrainage  and  Sewerage  Schemes 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Poling  was  completed  during 
the  year,  the  re-drainage  of  16  houses  to  these  works  being  car¬ 
ried  out. 

The  sewerage  scheme  and  the  disposal  works  for  the  parish  of 
Houghton  were  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Findon  was  not  com¬ 
menced  but  tenders  had  been  accepted. 

The  Sompting  sewerage  scheme  dealing  with  the  western  part 
of  the  parish  was  completed. 

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  House  Refuse 

This  is  carried  out  weekly  in  the  coastal  Parishes  and  Ang- 
mering,  Findon,  Clapham,  Patching  and  Lyminster,  and  in  the 
remaining  parishes  twice-monthly. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of  seven  rear-loading  and 
two  side-loading  collection  vehicles  of  modern  design,  together 
with  one  van  for  the  collection  of  waste  paper  and  other  salvage, 
and  three  lorries  for  general  work  in  connection  with  the  disposal 
of  pulverised  refuse  from  the  Depot. 

The  beach  litter  collection  service  instituted  in  1956  was  again 
operated  with  satisfaction  to  all  concerned,  no  complaints  being 
received  throughout  the  summer  when  nuisances  previously  arose 
from  this  source. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  transporting  it  from  all  parts  of  the 
District  to  the  Depot  at  Halewick  Lane,  Sompting,  where  it  is 
sorted,  salvageable  material  recovered  and  the  residue  pulver¬ 
ised,  and  tipped  within  the  Depot  grounds. 

(b)  Cesspools 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued  to  operate 
successfully  throughout  the  year. 

4.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken  in 
respect  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area. 

5.  SWIMMING  BATHS  &  POOLS  OPEN  TO  THE  PUBLIC 

There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  in  the  District  situated  respec¬ 
tively  at  Mallondene  and  Ravenscroft  Hotel,  Broadmark  Lane, 
Rustington.  The  Pool  at  Ravenscroft  Hotel  was  out  of  use  for 
the  major  portion  of  the  year.  Samples  of  water  from  the  Mallon¬ 
dene  pool  submitted  for  analysis  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Movable  Dwellings 

Ninety-one  visits  were  made  to  Camping  Sites  and  61  to 
individual  Movable  Dwellings. 

There  are  eight  commercial  sites  in  the  District  with  accom¬ 
modation  for  690  caravans.  Each  of  these  sites  is  fully  provided 
with  all  the  amenities  normally  expected,  that  is  to  say,  sanitary 
annexe  comprising  baths,  washbasins,  water-borne  sanitation, 
clothes  washing  facilities  and  drying  areas,  metalled  roadways, 
hard  standings  for  caravans,  ample  water  points  from  the  public 
mains  supply,  and,  in  some  cases,  additional  amenities  in  the 
form  of  canteens  and  games  rooms. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  four  smaller  sites  providing 
accommodation  for  14  caravans,  and  46  single  sites  whereon 
there  are  stationed  individual  caravans.  Thus  the  total  number 
of  caravan  accommodation  in  the  District  is  750  in  all. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

No  infestations  were  found  during  the  year.

Twenty-one  inspections  have  been  made  at  premises  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  above  Act.  Four  complaints  were 
received  respecting  smoke  nuisance.

MEAT 

All  actual  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  is 
centralised  in  one  slaughterhouse  in  this  district.  These  premises 
comply  with  standards  laid  down  for  premises  used  for  this  pur¬ 
pose,  and  during  the  year  additional  equipment  has  'been  in¬ 
stalled  to  facilitate  the  work. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  carry  out  the  meat  inspection  at 
the  Slaughterhouse  and  frequently  have  to  do  a  considerable 
amount  of  overtime. 

The  arrangements  made  with  respect  to  the  disposal  of  car¬ 
cases  of  diseased  animals  and  offals  continue  satisfactorily,  this 
being  done  by  sale  to  Fertiliser  or  Soap  Manufacturers,  and  the 
value  refunded  to  the  owner,
